9 TH OMAS HOLCRGOEFT, late of Hampton in the county of Mid ille- 
to wit, ſex, eſquire, otherwiſe named Thomas Holcroft, late of Hampton afore- 
faid, in the county aforeſaid, eſquire, was attached by his body to anſwer Thomas 
Burgh, eſquire, the brother and heir of Henry Burgh, late of Hampton aforeſaid, in 
the ſaid county of Middleſex, eſquire, concerning the death of the ſaid Henry, for- 
merly his brother, whereof he appealeth him: And there are pledges to proſccute; 
to wit, Richard Bulkeley of Beaumaris, in the county of Angleſea, knight; and Richard 
Tophffe of Somerby, in the county of Lincoln, eſquire z and whereof the ſame Thomas 
Burgh, by Michael Lowe, his guardian, here admitted by the court of the lady the 
queen, inſtantly appealeth the ſaid Thomas Holcreft ; for that, whereas the ſaid 
Henry was in the peace of God, and the ſaid lady, now the queen, at Hampton
